Hie provision of these Articles shall apply mutatis mutandis to calls on the debenture of the 
Company. 

Partial payment not to preclude forfeiture 

* Neither a judgement nor a decree in favour of the Company for calls or other moneys due In respect of 
any,share nor any part payment or satisfaction there under, nor the receipt by the Company of portion of 
any money which shall from time to time be due from any Shareholders in respect of any share either by 

' way of principal or interest nor any indulgence granted by the Company in respect of the payment of any 
such money shall preclude the Company from thereafter proceeding to enforce a forfeiture of such shares 
as hereinafter provided/ 

23. TRANSFER AND TRANSMISSION OF SHARES 
Instrument of transfer 

Subject to the provisions of Section 108 of the Act, the rules prescribed there under and these Articles, the 
shares in the Company shall be transferred by an instrument in writing in the prescribed form and duly 
stamped. 

Transfer 

a. * The instrument of transfer of any shares in the Company shall be executed both by transferor and 
the transferee and the transferor shall be deemed to remain the holder of the shares until the name of 
the transferee is entered in the Register of Shareholders of the Company In respect thereof. 

b. The Board shall not register any transfer of shares unless a proper instrument of transfer duly stamped 
and executed by the transferor and the transferee has been delivered to the Company, along with the 
share certificate or the letter of allotment, as the case may be, and such other evidence as the 
Company may require to prove the tide of the transferor or his right to transfer the shares. 

Provided that where it is proved to the satisfaction of the Board that an instrument of transfer signed 
by the transferor and the transferee has been lost, the Company may, if the Board thinks fit, on an 
application in writing made by the transferee and bearing the stamp required for an instrument of 
transfer, register the transfer on such terms as to indemnity as the Board may think fit 

c. An application for the registration of the transfer of any share may be made either by the transferor or 
the transferee, provided that, where such application is made by the transferor, no registration shall in 
any case of partly paid shares be effected unless the Company gives notice of the application to the 
transferee and the transferee makes no objection within two weeks from the receipt of notice. 

d. For the purpose of sub-clause (c) notice to the transferee shall be deemed to have been duly given If 
dispatched by prepaid post to the transferee at the address given in the instrument of transfer and 
shall be deemed to have been delivered at the time at which it would have been delivered in the 
ordinary course of post.

d) not support any decision in the meeting of the Governing Board which may adversely 
affect the interest of investors and shall not forthwith any such decision to SEBI. 

(D) General Responsibility 

a) place priority for redressing Investor Grievances and encourage fair trading practice 
so that the Exchange becomes an engine for the growth of securities market. 

b) endeavour to analyse and administer the exchange issues with professional 
competence, fairness, impartiality, efficiency and effectiveness. 

c) submit the necessary disclosures/ statement of holdings/ dealings in securities as 
required by the Exchange from time to time as per their Rules or Articles of 
Association. 

d) unless otherwise required by law, maintain confidentiality and shall not divulge/ 
disclose any information obtained in the discharge of their duty. Further, no such 
information shall be used for personal gains. 

e) maintain the highest standards of personal integrity, truthfulness, honesty and 
fortitude in discharge of his duties in order to inspire public confidence and shall not 
engage in acts discreditable to his responsibilities.

POWERS OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

49. General powers of the Exchange vested in Board 

Without prejudice to the generality of the powers conferred by these Articles and the rules framed 
thereunder, the Board is empowered to make Bye-laws, Rules and Regulations from time to time, for any or 
all matters relating to the conduct of the business of the Exchange, the business and transactions of the 
Trading Members of the Exchange, between Trading Members of the Exchange as well as between the 
Trading Members of the Exchange and persons who are not Trading Members of the Exchange, and to 
control, define and regulate all such Exchange transactions, and especially to make Bye-laws, Rules and 
Regulations for matters relating to the functioning of the Exchange, including the following matters: 

a) For .admission of various classes of Trading Members of the Exchange as well as other market 
intermediaries and to fix their admission fee, security deposits, applicability of net worth and other 
criteria, including the power for waiver of certain conditions in respect of specific class of Trading 
Members of the Exchange or |n special cases, as it may deem fit, in the interests of the Exchange and 
promotion of trade; 

b) For the conduct of the business of the Exchange; 

c) For the conduct of the business of the Trading Members of the Exchange with other Trading Members 
of the Exchange or with persons who are not members of the Exchange and to govern'all matters 
relating to the sale, purchase, clearance, registration, annulment and settlement of all contracts of all 
kinds between Trading Members of the Exchange and any person who is not a Trading Member of the 
ExchangeVand all contracts which are or have been made subject to the Bye-laws, Rules and 
Regulations, or usage of the Exchange or the Company; 

d) To prescribe the maximum allowable open position for various currencies or for various contracts 
traded on the Exchange in quantitative or percentage terms, including the power to allow relaxation on 

’ the basis of exposure certificate or export / Import commitment or otherwise; 

e) To prescribe and define the consequence, effect and procedure to be followed on the suspension or 
expulsion or declaration as defaulter of any Trading Member of the Exchange; 

i. to prescribe and provide that in the event of any Trading Member of the Exchange 
being suspended, expelled or declared defaulter, all pending contracts between such 
Trading Members of the Exchange and the Exchange that have been cleared by the 
Trading Member of the Exchange be adjusted and dosed out irrespective of the 
period of performance or maturity or expiration of the said contracts not having 
expired. 

ii. to provide, regulate and empower the Board or any committee constituted by the 
Board or that of committee members to fix the prices and rates at which such 
contracts shall be adjusted and dosed out by other Trading Members of the 
Exchange, and 

iii. to provide that all moneys arising out of and becoming payable on such adjustment 
and closing out of contracts shall be payable to the Exchange and shall be paid into a 
"Guarantee Fund* by whatever name called, or such other fond as may dedded, and 
that such "Guarantee Fund* or such other fund, as the case may be, shall stand 
charged with and shall be utilised for payment of all debts, claims and dues by such 
defaulter, expelled or suspended Exchange Trading Member to the Exchange or the 
Company or any other Exchange Trading Members in priority to all outside creditors. 

50. Board's power to amend Bye-laws, Rules and Regulations 

Subject to the provisions of the Act and these presents and also subject to approval of SEBI, the Board shall 
have the power from time to time, to frame, vary, amend or repeal or add to Bye-laws, Rules and 
Regulations framed in exercise of any powers conferred on the Board by these Articles and all such Bye¬ 
laws, Rules and Regulations shall come Into force if the sanction of the Government, if required by the Act 
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and the Rules framed there under, has been obtained Immediately on passing the same and otherwise 
immediately on such sanction being received. 

51. SPECIFIC POWERS AND DUTIES OF BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

* Without prejudice to the generality of the powers conferred by these presents, the Board may manage 
the business of the Company/Exchange through one or more Managing Directors / Deputy Managing 
Director, or Chief Executive Officers in such manner as the Board may from time to time determine.

No dividend shall bear interest against the Company. 

79. Unclaimed dividends 

Where the company has declared a dividend but which has not been paid or the dividend warrant in respect 
thereof has not been posted within 30 days of the date of declaration to any shareholder entitied to the 
payment of the dividend, the company shall, within 7 days of the date of expiry of the said period of 30 
days, open a special account in that behalf in any scheduled bank called "Unpaid Dividend of MCX STOCK 
ExchangeUmited" and transfer to the said account, the total amount of dividend which remains unpaid or 
• in relation to which no dividend warrant has been posted.

1. Heard learned counsel for the parties. 

2. The sanction of the Court is sought under Sections 100 to 104 and 391 to 393 of the 
Companies Act, 1956 to the Scheme of Reduction cum Arrangement between MCX Stock 
Exchange Ltd. and its Shareholders. 

3. Counsel appearing on behalf of the Petitioners has stated that they have complied with all 
requirements as per directions of this Court and they have filed necessary affidavit of 
compliance in the Court. Moreover, the Petitioner Company undertakes to comply with all 
statutory requirements, if any, asrequired under the Companies Act, 1956 and the rules made 
thereunder. The undertaking is accepted. 
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4. The Regional Director has filed an Affidavit stating therein that save and except as stated in 
paragraphs 6(a) and 6(b) of the said affidavit, the Scheme does not appear to be prejudicial to 
the interest of shareholders and public. The paragraphs 6(a) and 6(b) of the said Affidavit read 
thus:- 

"6. (a) the company is granted recognition as Stock 
Exchange by the SEBI being the regulating authority. The 
company has to inform to the SEBI about the proposed scheme 
of reduction of capital cum arrangement under section 100 to 
104 read with section 391 to 393 of the Companies Act, 1956. 

In this regard, the deponent respectfully submit that the 
company vide its letter dated 21/12/2009 has informed to the 
SEBI and obtained acknowledgement a copy of the said letter 
is annexed and marked as Exhibit D. 


(b)The company has proposed to issue 119,66,30,000 number 
of warrants of Re 1/- each not having voting right/and will not 
carry Interest/Dividend. However, there are no enabling 
provisions in the Articles of Association of the Company to 
issue such warrants. The company may be directed to amend 
its Articles of Association suitably to incorporate enabling 
provisions before issue of such warrants." 

5. In reply to the objections raised by the Regional Director in paragraph 6(b) of his Affidavit, the 
counsel for the petitioner submits that the petitioner has adequate power in Article 59 of its 
Articles of Association. The said Article reads thus: 

59. Term of Issue of Debenture 

"Any debentures, debenture stock or other securities may be issued at a 
discount, premium or otherwise, and may be issued on condition that {hey 
shall be convertible into shares of any denomination and with any privileges 
and conditions as to redemption, surrender, drawing, allotment of shares, 
attending (but not voting) at the general meeting, appointment of directors, 
and otherwise debentures with the right to conversion into or allotment of 
shares shall be issued only with the consent of the company in the general 
meeting by way of special resolution." 
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The Counsel further submits that Warrants are securities convertible into shares and therefore, 

issuance of warrants is enabled under the above Article. 

In view of the aforesaid provision, the objection raised by the Regional Director does n’ot survive. 

6. From the material on record, the scheme appears to be fair and reasonable and is not 
violative of any provisions of law and is not contrary to public policy. None of the parties 
concerned have come forward to oppose the scheme. 

7. Since all the requisite statutory compliances have been fulfilled. Company Petition No. 43 of 
2010 is made absolute in terms of prayer clauses (a) to (d). The Counsel for Petitioner states 
that there is an error in prayer c)ause(c) of the petition pertaining to the exhibit number. The 
same should be read as Exhibit "F" to the additional affidavit instead of Exhibit "G" to the 
Petition. He further states that there is delay of a day in filing the Affidavit of service in the 
Registiy and that the same may be condoned. Delay in filing the Affidavit of service is 
condoned. 

8. The Petitioner Company to lodge a copy of this order and the scheme duly authenticated by 
the Company Registrar, High Court, Bombay with the concerned Superintendent of Stamps for 
the purpose of adjudication of stamp duty payable, if any, on the same within 30 days from 
the date of the order.

(j) "Promoters" means FTIL and MCX collectively. 

(k) "Record Date" means the date to be fixed by the Board after the Effective Date by 
reference to which the eligibility of the Shareholders to participate in this Scheme 
shall be determined. 

(l) "Reducing Shareholders” mean FTIL, MCX and ILFS collectively, whose shares are 
proposed to be reduced and cancelled under the scheme.

Currently, currency futures are traded on the 
Company's platform. As a condition of recognition, it was stipulated by SEBI that the Exchange 
had to ensure full compliance with the SCR Regulations within a period of one year. (ANNEX 3) 

As applied to the Company it meant essentially that the Promoters of the Company i.e., Multi 
Commodity Exchange of India Ltd. (MCX) and Financial Technologies (India) Ltd. (FTIL) had to 
reduce their equity shareholding in the Company to 5% each of the total, within the said 
period. SEBI had renewed the recognition granted to the Company for a further period of 
one year upto September 15, 2010 and had simultaneously extended the time for ensuring 
full compliance with the SCR Regulations within the said one year. While doing so, SEBI had 
imposed a new condition of recognition in the renewal notification to the effect that the 
Company shall not be eligible to introduce any new class of contracts other than those which 
are being already traded till full compliance as above is ensured. (ANNEX 4) 

2.3 Though the Company and its Promoters have taken sincere and vigorous efforts to 
broadbase the shareholding of the Company by inviting new investors to take equity in the 
Company, and had succeeded in doing so in the first phase, the new condition of recognition 
inserted by SEBI that the Company could permit trading only in the securities in which 
trading was permitted hitherto and shall not be eligible to introduce any new products till 
full compliance with the SCR Regulations was achieved has dampened this process. Other 
exchanges had been permitted meanwhile to introduce Interest Rate Futures in their 
respective currency segments. 

2.4 In view of the same, it was felt that the conventional method of bringing down the existing 
stake of Promoters by selling to investors may substantially delay the regulatory compliance. 
While on one hand, investors are willing to invest but only after the company receives 
approvals for other segments, on the other, the regulator wants disinvestment to be 
completed before giving such approvals. In order to expedite regulatory compliance, it has 
been proposed to reduce the excess shareholding of the reducing shareholders and 
compensate them by way of issue of transferable warrants to them, which may be exercised 
by the holder after six months of their issue without entailing any cash outflow from the 
Company. The exercise of warrants would always be subject to the SCR Regulations. 

2.5 The current shareholding of the Company is as under: 

(a) The authorised share capital of the Company is Rs. 250,00,00,000/- (Rupees two 
hundred fifty crores) divided into 250,00,00,000 (two hundred fifty crores) Equity 
Shares of Re.l (Rupee one) each. The issued, subscribed and paid-up share capital 
of the Company is Rs. 173,99,33,000/- (Rupees one hundred seventy three crore 
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ninety nine lakh and thirty three thousand) divided into 173,99,33,000 (Rupees one 
hundred seventy three crore ninety nine lakh and thirty three thousand) Equity 
Shares of Re. I/-(Rupee one) each. r

PART B : THE SCHEME OF REDUCTION 
III. OBJECTIVES OF THE SCHEME OF REDUCTION 

3.1 The Company proposes to reduce its Equity Share Capital by reducing and cancelling 
119,66,30,000 (one hundred nineteen crore sixty six lakh and thirty thousand) Equity Shares 
and adjust the consideration for reduction by allotment of an equal number of warrants, 
without any cash outflow, for achieving the objectives mentioned herein. 

3.2 (a) According to Regulation 8 of the SCR Regulations, the maximum permissible equity 

shareholding of any person in a stock exchange is 5%. 
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(b) According to the proviso to Regulation 8, any bank or public financial institution can 
hold up to 15% of the equity share capital of a stock exchange. The holding in 
excess of 5% is subject to the holder being a 'fit and proper person' within the 
meaning of regulation 9(2) of the SCR Regulations and his getting prior approval of 
SEBI for such holding in excess of 5% under regulation 9(1). 

3.2 A condition of recognition of the Company, as stipulated by SEBI is that it has to ensure full 
compliance with the SCR Regulations. It is another extant condition of recognition that the 
Company shall not be eligible to introduce trading in any class of contracts other than that 
already existing, unless such full compliance is ensured. The extended time given by SEBI for 
ensuring such full compliance is within September 15,2010. 

3.3 The conventional method of bringing down the existing stake of Promoters by selling to 
investors may substantially delay the regulatory compliance- While on one hand, new 
investors are willing to invest but only after the company receives approvals for other 
segments, on the other, the regulator wants disinvestment to be> completed before giving 
such approvals. 

3.4 In view of what is stated above, FTIL and MCX propose to reduce their holding to 5% each. 

As a result, their combined equity shareholding in the Company would be 10% of the total 
subscribed share capital of the Company. The balance 90% of the equity share capital 
would be held by banks, public financial institutions, etc.

4.5 As seen above, the shareholding of three shareholders viz.. Union Bank of India (UBI), Punjab 
National Bank (PNB) and IFCI Ltd. (IFCI) shall be in excess of the limit of 5% as mentioned in 
regulation 8(1) of the SCR Regulations, immediately post restructuring. UBI and PNB being 
banks and IFCI being a 'public financial institution' notified under section 4A of the Act, it is 
permissible for them to hold upto 15% of the Equity Share Capital, subject to their being fit 
and proper persons and obtaining SEBI's prior approval for such holding. Upon the scheme 
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being sanctioned/confirmed by the Court, the Company and/or UBI, PNB and IFCI shall apply 
to SEBI for such approval as 'fit and proper persons'. 

V. CONSIDERATION PAYABLE ON REQUCTtON r 

5.1 In consideration of the Equity Shares cancelled by the Company pursuant tq the Scheme, the 
Company will be liable to pay an aggregate sum of Rs.119,66,30,000/-, (Rupees one hundred 
nineteen crore sixty six lakh and thirty thousand), which shall be adjusted against the liability 
of the Reducing Shareholders to pay an equivalent amount towards non-refundable interest 
free deposit to be maintained against the warrants to be issued to them as mentioned in 
detail in dause VI, as per the details given below:

PART C : TSSIIE OF WARRANTS 

VI. WARRANTS 

6.1 Simultaneously with the reduction of the Equity Share Capital, the Company will issue an 
aggregate of 119,66,30,000 (one hundred nineteen crore sixty six lakh and thirty thousand) 
Warrants to the Reducing Shareholders, as follows:

This Scheme will be effective from the the date on which the certified copy(ies) of the 
order(s) of the Court sanctioning the Scheme for Reduction of Capital, and the minute 
approved by the Court showing the alteration in the Capital are registered by the Registrar 
of Companies, Maharashtra. 
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7.4 EFFECT OF NON-RECEIPT OF APPROVALS/SANCTIONS 

In the event of all the said sanctions and approvals referred to hereinabove not being

(b) to take such steps as may be necessary, desirable or proper to resolve any doubts, 
difficulties or questions, whether by reason of any order of the Court or of any 
directives or order of any other authority or otherwise, howsoever arising out of, 
under or by virtue of this Scheme and/or any matters concerned or connected 
therewith. 

8.3 For the purpose of giving effect to this Scheme or to any modifications or amendments 
thereto, if accepted by the Board or any Committee of Directors or the Managing Director, 
the Board or any Committee of Directors or any person authorised by the Board in that 
behalf may give all such directions as are necessary or desirable including directions for 
settling or resolving any question, doubt or difficulty arising under the Scheme or in regard
